A NEW guide has been launched to 
help people stay healthy during 
Ramadan. 

The free pocket-sized booklet 
created by the Co-operative 
Pharmacy will be available at more 
than 80 pharmacies across the 
country during the Islamic month 
of fasting. 

A number of branches will also 
offer advice to help Muslims stop 
smoking and the meningococcal 
vaccination for people who are 
undertaking a pilgrimage to Mecca. 


Cathy Cox, the Co-operative 
Pharmacy’s primary care services 
manager, said: “We are hoping that 
our professional and qualified 
pharmacists are the first port of call 
for community health advice and 
minor ailments. This is why we 
would urge Muslim’s fasting during 
Ramadan, who take regular pre¬ 
scribed medication, as well as those 
who wish to stop smoking to come 
and see one of our pharmacists for 
advice.” 

Dr Anil Mehta, chair of the 
Redbridge Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG), said: “Fasting dur¬ 
ing Ramadan from sunrise to sunset 


each day can be very difficult for 
some, especially those with an ill¬ 
ness or medical condition. You can 
take some prescription medicines 
during fasting or your GP could 
change your prescription.” 

The Co-operative said that 
although Muslims can be exempt 
from fasting if they are ill, many 
continue to observe the fast. This 
can mean that medicines may not 
be taken at the correct time inter¬ 
vals, not taken at all or their effec¬ 
tiveness could be altered. 

The group also said that Ramadan 
is the ideal time to stop smoking 
with Muslims abstaining during 


daylight hours to fulfil their reli¬ 
gious obligation of fasting. 

Cathy added: “We appreciate the 
importance of cultural understand¬ 
ing and sensitivity when discussing 
healthcare and religious beliefs but 
we strongly recommend talking to 
one of our pharmacists before mak¬ 
ing changes to the way people take 
medicines.” 

Ramadan is the Islamic month of 
fasting in which Muslim partici¬ 
pants refrain from eating and drink¬ 
ing between dawn and sunset for a 
full moon cycle for 29 to 30 days. 
This year's Ramadan is expected to 
start on June 28 and end on July 27.

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Man gets 16 month 
jail term for illegally 
exporting electrical 
waste to West Africa 

A MAN has been jailed for 16 months for export¬ 
ing hazardous waste. 

Joe Benson, from Broad Street, Foughton, was 
jailed at Snaresbrook Crown Court last Friday and 
becomes the first ever defendant to receive a cus¬ 
todial sentence for illegally exporting waste. 

The court heard the 54-year-old exported 46 
tonnes of hazardous electrical waste to Nigeria, 
Ghana, the Ivory Coast and the Congo and stood 
to make around £32,000 from the enterprise. 

The Environment Agency found broken cathode 
ray tube televisions and ozone depleting fridge 
freezers inside four shipping containers seized at 
UK ports from September 2012 to April 2013. 

Investigators proved that Benson collected elec¬ 
trical waste from civic amenity sites in Fondon 
and the home counties before taking the waste to 
his licensed waste site in Walthamstow. But he 
failed to carry out safety tests and instead sold on 
the waste for about £8,000 a container to West 
Africa. 

The court also heard that Benson was previous¬ 
ly convicted of exporting similar hazardous elec¬ 
trical waste to Nigeria during one of the 
Environment Agency’s biggest export investiga¬ 
tions in 2011. 

In sentencing Judge Dawson told Benson last 
week: “In my view this is a serious offence that 
you have committed before. The public and the 
world need protecting from this sort of offence.” 

Harvey Bradshaw, from the Environment 
Agency, said that the sentence was a ‘landmark 
ruling’. 

He added: “It’s the first time anyone has been 
sent to prison for illegal waste exports as a result 
of our investigations. We take a zero tolerance 
approach to those commit waste crime, and crack¬ 
ing down on illegal waste exports will continue to 
be a priority for the Environment Agency.”

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Free school for 420 pupils

A NEW free school has 
been announced. 

The Department of 
Education was not able 
to confirm when the 
school will be built, but 
said it would be called 
Drapers Primary School 
and would be in Harold 
Hill in Havering. It will 
cater for 420 pupils 
aged from three to 11. 

The school will fol¬ 
low the national cur¬ 
riculum. 

A spokesman said: 
“Drap er s ’ Primary 
School will focus on 
traditional values and 
high quality teaching, 
which will enable 
young people in the 
area to achieve their full 
potential.” 

Drapers is one of 18 
free primary schools 
that was announced by 
the Government on 
Thursday. Together, they 
will provide Londoners 
with more than 11,000 
school places. 

Free schools have 
come in for recent criti¬ 


cism over the failings 
of some governing bod¬ 
ies to meet standards 
set by Ofsted. 

The proposer group is 
the Drapers’ multi-acad¬ 
emy, a trust that spon¬ 
sored the Drapers’ 
Academy. The trust has 
recently become spon¬ 
sors of Brookside junior 
school, also located in 
the Harold Hill. 

It is sponsored by the 
Drapers’ Company, one 
of the most powerful 
companies in London. 

The Drapers’ 

Company is more than 
600 years old and cur¬ 
rently provides finan¬ 
cial and governor sup¬ 
port to more than 20 
schools, colleges and 
universities. 

A spokesman for 
Havering Council said: 
“This school will 
ensure we have many 
more school places 
available for families in 
Harold Hill. 

“This is great news 
for local people.”

FULL CIRCLE: 
The new tyre 
from Firestone

BACK in the Swinging 60s, if you wanted to 
be cool on the road you ran your car on 
Firestone rubber. After all, it was the choice 
of the motor racing stars of the day and had 
that all-American image. 

Graham Hill won the Indianapolis 500 in 
1966 on Firestones, Jim Clark had done it 
the year before and John Surtees also raced 
on them. In fact Firestone and the Indy 500 
go back to the very first staging of the 
classic US race in 1911 when Ray Harroun 
took the chequered flag. It was 11 years 
after the firm started making tyres under the 
guidance of founder Harvey Firestone. 

But corporate troubles and a number of 
high-profile quality issues in America saw 
the company merge with Bridgestone in 
1988. As a newer kid on the block 
Japanese-owned Bridgestone was hungry 


to establish itself and in Europe so Firestone 
went on a back burner. 

Now, however, it’s comeback time and the 
Firestone profile is about to be raised with 
the launch of a new tyre specifically for 
SUVs. The Destination HP has been 
designed not only to be hard-wearing but 
also safe and reliable in both wet and dry. 

Price-wise, it sits just below the premium 
tyre brands like Michelin and Continental. 

Firestone claims it will be 30 per cent more 
durable than average SUV tyres and helps 
eco-driving without compromising on factors 
such as stopping distance and aquaplaning. 

It is available in 19 sizes and is being 
aimed at owners of mid-sized SUVs such as 
the Mazda CX-5, the Dacia Duster and the 
Spoilage. We tried a set fitted to a Kia 
Spoilage and the Destination HP showed 
good potential as a multi-purpose tyre that 
fall into the £100 bracket.

Selt puts 
practice on 
the table 

ROMFORD potter Matt Selt is looking 
forward to playing against some of snook¬ 
er’s biggest names in the next few months 
- even if it is only on his new competition- 
standard practice table. 

The World No.48 is set to compete in 
China later this month, before taking 
delivery of his new table to his base at 
Atack Snooker Club in Nuneaton. 

And having worked with snooker legend 
Stephen Hendry to improve his game in 
recent months, Selt is hoping his new 
baize will pay dividends. 

“It just means that I can practice under 
the same conditions as I would play under 
in tournaments, and that will make a huge 
difference,” he said. 

“When your table is in great condition 
you wake up in the morning and can’t wait 
to get down to the club and start hitting 
some balls. 

“It also means that people will come 
over and play against me - (Mark) Selby, 
Hendry and (Shaun) Murphy will come 
over for a game. 

“I’ve not had that for a few years and 
I’ve missed it - playing against those play¬ 
ers gets you so sharp. 

“When I was practicing regularly in 
Essex I would be practicing with Joe 
Perry, Jimmy White and Ronnie O’Sulli¬ 
van. 

“They all came over to play me because 
I had the best table in the area, and that’s 
what I want to replicate here.” 

Selt heads out to China on June 15 for 
two tournaments, having qualified for 
ranking tournament Wuxi Classic before 
sticking around for the Asian Tour event in 
Yixing. 

“In the past few years I’ve been accus¬ 
tomed to playing out there and it’s only 
now that I’ve got my own routine of how 
to cope with the jetlag and lack of sleep,” 
said Selt. 

“So I feel now that every time I go out to 
China I can do some damage in the tour¬ 
naments, rather than turn up and get tired 
before getting beaten. 

“The biggest thing that I’ve found over 
the last few years is to just sleep when 
you’re tired, which means you are up at the 
most peculiar times, but so are most of the 
other players.” 

And Selt, 29, is confident he will be in 
form for his Asian adventure - despite a 
poor showing in his last match. 

“I just played in the Australian Open 
qualifier and I got beaten (by Allan Tay¬ 
lor). I was absolutely disgusted with the 
way I played,” he added. 

“Up until then my form has been pretty 
good. I lost in the last round of the quali¬ 
fying for the World Championships having 
been 6-3 up and I was devastated to lose it. 

“I’ve been back to practice to rectify 
what happened in the Australian [quali¬ 
fiers] and I feel like I’m hitting the ball 
like a dream.”
